One of the saddest occurrences fol¬ 
lowing as a direct consequence of the 
great war that has yet visited San 
Mateo county took place Saturday 
when Mrs. Louis Berry, wife of Louis 
N. Berry of 125 Peoria street, Daly 
City, dropped dead while preparing to 
attend the funeral of her hero son, 
Louis E. Berry, who died in action in 
France, and whose body was re¬ 
cently brought back to San Francisco. 
All plans had been made to bury the 
young martyr to the cause of liberty 
Saturday with full military honors, 
and it was while in her home that the 
mother whose only son had given his 
all was overcome and suddenly sank 
as though in a swoon. When her hus- 


Monday morning at 10 o’clock the 
city trustees of South San Francisco

One of the chief matters of in¬ 
terest coming up at the board meeting 
Monday night was the setting forth 
by Judge E. E. Cunningham of the 
facts in the case of the proprietors of 
the California Pool Hall, who were 
given a hearing in the city recorder’s 
court Monday morning on a charge of 
permitting gambling in their place of 
business. The complaint against the 
men was filed by one Nick Carlos, 
who claims to have lost $1500 gam- j 
bling in the poolroom. Carlos claimed j 
that the dice used were “loaded.” j 
Judge Cunningham stated that the j 
case against the poolroom proprietors 
I was dropped as the dice could not be 
produced and there was no evidence 
submitted to show that they were 
“loaded,” but at the same time he de¬ 
clared that evidence submitted lejt no 
doubt that gambling was of frequent 
occurrence at the place. The board 
' set Friday night (tonight) as a time 
! when the proprietors of the poolroom 
! could appear before the board and 
! show cause why their license should 
I not be revoked.

Ou a clae given by 
William A. Hightower of San Fran¬ 
cisco, Chief of Police Daniel O’Brien, 
Constable S. A. Landinl of Colma and 
several newspaper reporters went to 
the secluded place Wednesday night,

A large number of sor¬ 
rowing friends assembled to pay the 
last sad tribute, and the great pro¬ 
fusion of beautiful floral offerings 
necessitated a special conveyance to 
the grave. Father O’Shannahan of 
St. Michael’s officiated, and a squad of 
the Presidio rendered 


soldiers from 
military honors at the cemetery. 

Besides the husband, Louis N. 
Berry, Mrs. Berry is survived by four 
daughters, Evelyn Berry, Mrs. Lottie 
Smith, Mrs. E. Schira, and Mrs. Fred 
Brlckwedel. 

The story of young Berry’s service 
is a bright page in the history of the 
war. He first went into action in

and, after digging out a 
grave, came upon the body of the . 
priest for whom diligent search has 
been made since his disappearance 
August 2d. There was every evidence 
that Father Heslin had been murdered 
in cold blood. He was shot twice. 
One bullet had passed through his 
head, entering just over the left eye, 
the other had pierced his heart. From 
the stage of decomposition, it would 
seem that death had come only five 
or six days ago, or several days after 
the abduction. Hightower had in¬ 
vestigated the place of the grave be¬ 
fore, having been given a tip by a 
woman of the night life in San Fran- 
.cisco that a drunken man, whom she- 
belleved a Oreek, had told her that he 
had killed a man. From the date 
when this man while drunk stated he 
had committed murder, it would seem 
that the priest met his death soon 
after bis abduction. 

Thus has partially ended one of the 
most baffling mysteries in the history 
of San Matoe county or San Fran¬ 
cisco police records. Father Heslin 
was called from his home about 9 
o’clock in the evening of August 2d 
by a stranger, who stated he wished 
him to administer the last sacrament 
to a dying relative. Nothing more was 
seen or beard of the priest until his 
body was discovered. In the mean¬ 
time an exhaustive search of the hills 
between Colma and the coast has been 
going on, but heretofore no clue has 
led to anything worth while. A re¬ 
ward of $5000 for the discovery of the 
I missing priest, dead or alive, was 
! offered by Archbishop Edward J. 
Hanna. This was augmented by an 
offer of a reward of $2000 by Colma 
citizens and $1000 by the San Mateo 
supervisors for information leading'to 
I the capture 'and conviction of his ab- 
i doctor. 

In the meantime the man who took 
him to his death has not been appre¬ 
hended, and the search for him has 
taken on renewed zest. It is believed 
he is demented, is obsessed by the 
idea of some fancied grievance 
against the church, and that his das¬ 
tardly deed was perpetrated in a 
spirit of revenge.

Francisco Chamber of Commerce by 
William M. Poley, secretary of the 
California Bakers’ Association. 

“There are in the neighborhood of 
280 bakeries of all types in San Fran¬ 
cisco," states Secretary Foley. "Six 
of the largest plants are the most 
modern to be found in the country. 
The most recently erected of these is 
the largest in the United States, and is 
the last word in plant equipment in 
the baking industry. The six largest 
plants represent an Investment in the 
neighborhood of $4,000,000. They turn 
out about 50 per cent of the bread in 
San Francisco, where the daily output 
is a trifle over 300,000 loaves. 

“The value of bread and other 
bakery products in San Francisco 
aggregates $8,500,000 annually. For 
the United States, bread and bakery 
products reached the enormous sum 
of $1,406,145,000 in 1919, the last year 
for which complete national statistics 
are available. This represents an in¬ 
crease of 186 per cent in value over 
bakery products for the flve-year 
period since 1914.”

The Western Union Telegraph Com¬ 
pany has announced that arrange 
ments have been made to resume 
direct money transfer service to all 
points in Austria, Hungary, Czecho¬ 
slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Roumania, and 
Bulgaria. This service will be sup¬ 
plementary to its present direct cable 
money transfer service to Great 
Britain, France, and other European 
countries. This rearranged service is 
on an entirely new basis, in that re¬ 
mittances for persons in Austria and 
the new states formerly comprised in 
the Austrian empire as well as for 
points in Roumania and Bulgaria, will 
be made in United States legal tender 
dollars. In other words, $100 cabled 
to, say, Vienna or Prague, will be paid 
at destination in United States cur¬ 
rency instead of an equivalent amount 
of kronen, as is usually the case In 
these countries. it is pointed out 
that, since the payee abroad will re¬ 
ceive American funds, he will be in a 
position to convert them Into local 
currency on the most advantageous 
terms, since the banks In those coun¬ 
tries will give a more favorable rate 
of exchange than is available on this 
side. 

In the event of non-payment at des¬ 
tination, the amount to be refunded 
to the sender on this side will be the 
same as the principal deposited, 
which is another advantage in the 
case of a depreciated foreign currency 
which is dwindling in value.

Wednesday night the regular month¬ 
ly meeting of the city trustees took 
place at the city hall, a full board 
being present. 

City Attorney Davis notified the

A building permit was granted the 
Union Oil Company for the erection of 
an oil station at the intersection of 
El Camino Real and San Mateo ave¬ 
nue, plans of which were offered by 
the company for approval. These 
showed a double-winged building of 
e.tiremely handsome and tasteful de¬ 
sign. When completed It will un¬ 
doubtedly prove to be one of the finest 
oil stations on the peninsula. It was 
made by the board one of the condi¬ 
tions of the permit being granted that 
no signboards should be erected, and 
this condition was accepted by the 
representative of the company pres¬ 
ent. The description of the proposed 
building Is as follows: Double-face 
frame service station building. 
Foundation to be of concrete, 6 inches 
wide by 16 inches high. Length of 
building 44 feet, including canopies 
on both sides of station between 
building and pumps. Width 16 feet 8 
inches over all, height 15 feet over all. 
Two separate lavatories to be in¬ 
stalled. Only sanitary and approved 
plumbing and appliances to be used. 
Pumps and lubricating oil equipment 
to be installed to be approved by 
underwriters’ laboratories. 

0. H. Haglund was granted a per-1 
mit for the erection of a three-room 
bungalow on lot 20, block 14, Third 
.Addition, and to John Schyf, con¬ 
tractor, for a hay barn for Mr. Cre- 
bari. 

Commissioner of Health Palmer re¬ 
quested the board to appoint Charles , 
Brose a member of the board of 
health, vice P. J. Sullivan, resigned.

MADE AND APPETIZING 


Milk toast, cream soups, creamed 
vegetables, creamed fish, and scal¬ 
loped dishes are all good ways of 
putting more milk into the dally food 
of the family, say home economics 
specialists in the United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. The milk 
for all of these is thickened into a 
sauce, thick or thin. 

To make the sauces, melt the fat, 
stir in the flour, add the milk gradu¬ 
ally, and cook until thickened, stir¬ 
ring constantly unless a,double boiler 
is used. All measurements are level 
in these recipes. 

Thin White Sauce

piour . 1 tablespoon 

Fat . 1 tablespoon

For milk toast and with vegetables, 
use the thin sauce. For scalloped orj 
creamed vegetables and meat dishes, 
use the medium sauce. The chief use 
of the thick sauce is as a binding ma¬ 
terial In croquettes and loaves. 

FINE ART OF COOKING RICE. 

Rice can be cooked so that it is 
flaky and so each grain remains sep¬ 
arate, say food specialists In the | 
United States Department of Agricul- j 
ture. To obtain this result wash the j 
rice thoroughly, boil it in a large pro¬ 
portion of water, and do not over¬ 
cook. 

To one cup of dry rice, use four or 
five quarts of water, and. one tea¬ 
spoon of salt. Wash the rice through 
several waters until all the loose 
starch is removed, and drain it. Have 
the boiling water ready in a deep 
saucepan, add the salt, slowly drop in 
’ the rice, and allow It to boil rapidly 
1 for about fifteen or twenty minutes. 


or until a grain when pressed be¬ 
tween the thumb and finger is entirely 
soft. 

In order to prevent the rice from 
sticking to the pan, lift it if necessary 
from time to time with a fork, but do 
not stir it, for stirring is likely to 
break the grains. When sufficiently 
cooked, turn tlie rice into a colander 
or a sieve, and after the water has 
drained off, cover with a cloth and 
set over a pan of hot water on the 
back of the stove or In the oven, or 
turn the rice into a shallow pan, cover 
with a lid, and place it in a warm 
oven for a short time. Treated in this 
way the grains swell and are kept 
separate. 

SAVING ALL FAT OBTAINED 

IN COOKING SAVES MONEY 

Care used in saving and caring for 
all fat obtained from cooking meat in 
the home will save many a dollar 
which otherwise would have to be 
spent for butter, lard, or other cook¬ 
ing fats. Fats derived from the cook¬ 
ing of bacon, ham, chicken, beef, and 
other meats should be kept, ^ch in 
its own receptacle, to be used for dif¬ 
ferent purposes. 

Household specialists in the United 
States Department of Agriculture say 
an old-fashioned method of clarifying 
fat from the soup kettle, or from 
cooked meats, so that it may be used 
in the kitchen, is to add the cold fat 
to a liberal quantity of cold water, 
then heat slowly and let cook for an 
hour or more. When cold, the cake of 
fat is removed and the lower portion, 
which will retain the small particles 
of meat, should be scraped away, and 
the white, clean fat saved. If the 
flavor or color, or both, are not satis¬ 
factory the process may be repeated 
several times. Another method, often 


recommended, is to cook a number of 
slices of raw potato in the boiling fat. 

When an ice chest is used, fat In 
small quantities may easily be kept 
sweet for cooking purposes. If lard 
is rendered at home in quantity suf -1 
ficient for a long time, it should be 
kept covered in tins or earthen jars, 
in a cool, dry place, as in a cellar or 
storeroom. 

LEMONS CONDUCIVE TO HEALTH 
AS WELL AS PLEASE PALATE 

In the olden times sailors who took 
long trips and ate no fresh vegetables 
and fruits for weeks or months were 
likely to fall victims to scurvy, j 
Finally a cure or a partial cure for j 
it was found in lemon juice. j 

Of late years, scientists have been 
making a study of scurvy, its cause 
and its cure and of the conditions that 
make the body proof against this dis¬ 
ease. They have discovered a sub- ^ 
stance called vltamine C, which seems 
to prevent and even to cure this dis- i 
ease. It Is found in many foods,! 
among them tomatoes and such citrus' 
fruits as oranges, grapefruit, and | 
lemons. I 

Lemons, therefore, have a new im¬ 
portance in the diet. They are no 
longer to be valued simply for their 
flavor, but also as a source of one of 
these necessary substances. 

Lemons can be used in all sorts of 
ways in the preparation of meals. 
There is a long list of beverages and 
desserts in which lemon juice is used, 
as well as a number of delicious 
sauces that expert cooks have invent¬ 
ed to serve on fish and meat. Many of 
these sauces the busy housekeeper 
has no time to make, but she can cut 
a lemon in two and put it on the table 
to serve with fish, oysters, or meat. 
Some people think that a little lemon 
juice add's just the zest needed to
